IT WILL AID GOOD 
MORALS. 


THE UTAH LAW TO BE EX- 
FORCED EN THIS DISTRICT. 


/SOCIAL IMMORALITY WILL BE RE- 


DUCED TO A MINIMUM AND UN-— 
- FAITHFUL HUSBANDS WILL BE 
SENT TO THE PENITENTIARY, 


(From The Sunday Post.) 
The Districtt Attorney has dis- 


covered a law which, if strictly en- 
forced, would go far toward im. 


proving the morals of the District. 
It is what is known as ‘‘the Utah 
law,” which was passed as an 
amendment to the socalled ‘*Ed 
munds bill’ for the suppression of 
polygawy in Utah, but which is 
appliciable to all the Territories 
and to the District of Columbia. 
The advantage of this law over 
others dealing with the same evils 
is that it falls with greater weight 
upon the man than on the woman. 
It is embraced in five sections, the 
first two of which relate to the at- 
tendance of witnesses, The perti- 
nent part of the law is as follows: 


Sec. 3. That whoever commits 
adultery shall be punished by im- 
prisonment in the penitentiary not 
exceeding three years; and when 
the act 18 committed between a 
married woman and aman whois 
unmarried, both parties to such 
act shall be deemed guilty of adul- 
tery, and when such act is commit- 
ted between a married man and a 
womal who is unmarried, the mai: 
shall be deemed guilty of adultery. 


Sec. 4. That if any person relat- 


ed to another person within and 


not including the fourth de-

Nothing makes wooden ware whit-. 
er more than cold water and sand; 
a paste board, or kitchen table 
might havea little jarelle water 
poured over the greasy portions. 
Tins scoured with sopolio retain 
their brightness a long time, it is 
a bad plan to use ashes, even 
thoughit brightens, there are al. 
ways small particles of cinder or 
something of the kind, which wears 
the tins very rapidly. Ashes are 
ezcellent for sweetening earthen 
ware. Alittle milk or kerosene, 
thrown into the water willimprove 
the appearance, of oilcloth. Bronzes 
if badly soiled, may be cleansed by 
using turpentime. An may be driv- 
en away by scalding their haunts 
out and sprinkling scoth where. 
ever they are known to accumilate. 
If. they infest the cubbard, set the 
legs of the safe, in small pans of 
water, and they cannot get at them. 

As house keepers’ generally 
speaking are so well acquainted 
with the worst of house hold pests 


about them other, than, giving a 
few points towards their extermi- 
nation. Of course one cannot be 
too vigilant. I have found by sev- 
eral years experience that taking 
the bed apart, once in two or three 
weeks and, washing off the coeraly 
of matrass, pillows and the differ- 
ent parts of the bed, with cold 
water, into which has been thrown 
a handful of salt, will do more 
towards keeping your furniture 
clear of these pests, than many, 
pounds of insect powder, the rea 
son is simply, because the cold 
water destroys the eggs. which, 
if not destroyed will increase no 
matter how many insects are kill- 
ed. I will admit however that there 
is no better preventive than Persian 
insect powder bat the genuine arti- 
cle can seldom be obtained, even 
though a high price is paid for it; 
another excellent way is to anoint 
the beds with turpintine, after they 
have been thoroughly washed, still 
another effective remedy, is a half 
@ pound of corrosive sublimate 
mixed in a half a pint of alcohol, or 
quicksilver beaten up with the 
whites of eggs, these last methods 
are very poisonious and should be 
used with judgment; some de- 
ciare common kerosene is good, but 
L immagine the odor would be ob- 
jectionable but I will give one re- 
ceipt which to my certain knowl- 
edge has been successfal when 
everything else failed. Cases in 
which the very house, owing to its 
age has been literally over run, any 
druggist will mix the ingredients. 

It is very poisonous ; take a half 
pint spirits of wine, a half pint 
spirits of turpentine, one ounce of 
corrosive sublimate, one ounce of 
camphor. | 

This mixture should be injected 
into the corners of the bed, or 
where everthey are known to be, 
it will surely destroy them, use a 
Syringe or a sponge fastened to a 
stick, often they get behind loose 
wall paper, paste a new piece 
securely over them, they cannot 
liye in the fumes of this mixture 
nor can they bore their way through 
the paper, the mixture should be 
used copiously before the mixture 
is applied, then other pests I shall 
speak of some other time. | hope 
sincerely that some one may glean 
alittle helpful information from 
these “hints,”,for-only that hopes 
has actuated me in’ speaking so 
plainly on our domestic duties,
